WASHINGTON (U P I) - CIA Director 
William E Colby defended the agency's 
secret activities today as essential to 
insure American security, lest the 
nation “ risk subordination to possible 
adversaries.”

- the disclosure, through news “ leaks.” 
that the CIA spent from 18 million to $11 
million trying to “ destabilize“ the

Allende was deposed and died in a 
military coup last year, a victim of a 
suicide 
Colby said the CIA’s primary function 
was 
gathering 
information 
and 
analyzing it but the agency carried out

—thus CIA 
covert 
actions 
reflect national policy."

Edward Cox 
and David Eisenhower, have not felt 
themselves under this constraint 
Eisenhower said on the NIK’ Today 
Show Thursday that Nixon’s health was' 
* not good.” his leg was swollen to twice 
normal size and he was depressed and 
unable to relax 
Eisenhower said later in a telephone 
interview that Nixon was “ obviously 
low; just how low I don't know, I think 
it's a pretty rough period ” 
"With the pressure off — the grind of 
the presidency 
I think he'll be* in the 
mood again, looking for new things to 
do,” he added

Oil nations 
freeze crude, 
hike take 


VIENNA (U P l) — The world's major 
oil exporting nations agreed today to 
freeze the price of cnide oil at the 
current $1165 a barrel and increase 
royalties paid by oil companies to 
producer 
governments, 
Jam shid 
Amouzegar, Iran's chief delegate to the 
Vienna oil price talks, said. 
"We have agreed to act as we did in 
Quito,” Amouzegar told newsmen after 
three hours of talks among the 12 
member nations of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
In Quito, Ecuador, in June, OPEC 
ministers froze the basic price of crude 
oil but increased royalties from 12.5 to 
14.5 percent 
Amouzegar said the amount of the 
new royalty increase had not yet been 
decided 
The ministers were due to resume 
talks later in the day. 
Amouzegar said the oil importing 
governments should make sure that the 
new increases were not passed on by the 
oil companies to the consumer. 
Western economists have warned of a 
possible new round of gasoline and 
heating oil hikes this winter if the 
petroleum-producing 
nations 
went 
ahead with plans to increase profits. 


Petroleum ministers from the world's 
major oil-exporting countries met today 
to work out details of a proposal to 
pocket a bigger share of fuel profits to 
compensate for inflation 
The Western economists said the 
move 
would 
leave 
the 
major 
international oil companies with the 
dilemma of absorbing the increased 
payments or passing their losses on to 
consumers. 
Jamshid 
Amouzegar. 
Iran's chief 
delegate to the talks, told newsmen 
Thursday the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries would decide on an 
increase of "something between zero 
and 14percent .” 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed 
Zakt Yamani, however, said he still 
hoped 
consumer 
prices 
could 
be 
lowered "We had very hot discussions 
on this issue.” he said

Police broke up groups of three or 
more persons near schools as strict 
security measures, ordered by Mayor 
Kevin H White, were evident 
Thursday hundreds of jeering, rowdy 
whites gathered at South Boston High 
and Gavin Middle School 


Eight black youngsters suffered minor 
injuries Thursday when the buses in 
which they were riding home from South 
Boston High and the Gavin School were 
stoned by groups of whites. A bus 
monitor also was injured. 


Only 61 students - 32 whites, 25 blacks 
and four other minorities — attended 
classes today at South Boston High 
School This was a decrease of more 
than 50 per cent from Thursday when 136 
were present, including 71 blacks and 57 
whites There is a projected enrollment 
of 1.480 at the school this year

Bitter opposition to 
Nixon money grows 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Bitter, at 
times angry, Democratic opposition is 
building in Congress to an $850.000 
request to pay for former President 
Richard M Nixon’s transition to private 
life. 
"1 dont think the country will stand for 
it," declared Rep George Shipley. D-Ill. 
"As one who has been pardoned from 
crimes, he is of less worth to the world 
than one who left in good grace," said 
Rep Louis Stokes. D-Ohio 
"In my view, fairness to the American 
people requires that we appropriate 
none of it," said Rep Robert Leggett, D- 
Calif "Now that Mr. Nixon has been 
pardoottd (or like crime» he commuted 
against the American people, there’s no 
reason why they should be compelled to 
continue to support him in luxury ” 
Arthur Sampson, head of the General 
Services Administration which would 
administer the Nixon funds, underwent 
critical day-long questioning Thursday 
before 
a 
House 
appropriations 
subcommittee 
House 
members 
even 
began 
to 
express anger over the protection of 
former presidents families 


The GSA is seeking $400,000 under the 
Former Presidents Act and $450.000 in 
transitional expenses Democrats said 
the amount sought to provide Nixon with 
a staff, offices, and assistance in 
screening his presidential papers were 
excessive, and twice what was provided 
the late President Lvndon B Johnson 


But Rep Howard Robison, R-N Y., 
among other Republicans, said, "Nixon 
is entitled to whatever he needs It is our 
responsibility not to classify former 
presidents as good ones or bad ones but 


to make the transition as smoothly as 
possible” 


Sampson received critical questioning 
Wednesday 
from 
a, 
Senate 
appropriations subcommittee chaired 
by Sen Joseph Montoya, D-N M., who 
said the GSA had been given a "snow 
job by Nixon’s aides. 


The money would be provided under 
two separate laws, an annual fund made 
available for all former presidents 
including pension, offices and staff 
salaries —and a one-time fund for 
transitional 
expenses, 
including 
to scree0 5 Vi years of 
presidential papers. 


Much of the criticism has centered on 
the GSA s request for $110,000 to install 
a massive vault 12 miles from Nixon’s 
estate m San Clemente in which the 
Watergate tapes and other materials 
will be stored under a 24-hour guard. 
Two keys will be needed to open the 
vault, one in Nixon’s possession and the 
other kept by Sampson.

"I thought the report was a 


good one and was accurate," 
she declared. "I agree with it 
that annexation seems to be the 
heat 
g o v e rn m e n t 
reorganization plan 
for 
the 
valley to insure environmental 
protection." 
The environmental clearance 
was given in connection with a 
series of hearings conducted by 
Local 
Agency 
Formation 
Commission iLAFCO), which 
must 
approve 
annexation 
before it can be voted on by 
valley and city residents at 


separate 
elections 
This 
election could be held next 
March 


The findings of Reynolds 
office of no likely short term 
major adverse environmental 
impact were based on several 
conclusions 
Exclusion 
of 
agricultural 
lands 
would 
remove 
any 
pressures 
to 
develop them, it was seen 
Annexation was not seen as 
affecting the moratorium of 
the 
Goieta

District, which would remain

Members of the United Transportation Union, 
representing more than 700 mechanics, walked 
off their jobs Aug. 12 in a wage and fringe 
benefits dispute with the RTD. 
The strike affects some 450,000 commuters in 
Los Angeles, Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties and parts of Orange county. 


The Los Angeles City Council and transit 
officials last week asked the bus drivers to 
provide emergency bus service to some 100,000 
students returning to city schools, but the 
drivers refused 
On the first day of classes Wednesday, school 
officials reported attendance down 7.8 per cent, 
a drop of 41,755 students from 1973. However, 
officials were reluctant to blame the absences 
on the bus strike. 
The two sides presented their views to a 
televised city council meeting Wednesday. RTD 
officials again presented a wage package they 
said exceeded state recommendations by $1 
million, but union officials called the figures 
"phony” and "distorted.”

Chenault, 23, a former Ohio

execution 
as 
his 
court- 
appointed 
attorney,

Bacote, argued against the 
death penalty. 
The jury took about three 
hours to find Chenault guilty on 
two counts of murder, one of 
aggravated assault and two of 
carrying concealed weapons, 
and to sentence him to death 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Marcus Wayne Chenault Sr., 
Dayton, Ohio, wept silently as 
the sentence was read in the 
crowded courtroom. Their so*n 
bowed from the waist in his 
chair to the jury. 
Chenault then stood before 
Fulton County Superior Court 
Judge Luther Alverson and 
smiled as he was sentenced to 
die Nov. 8 in the state prison at 
Reidsville 
The death sentence will be 
appealed automatically. There 
have been no executions in 
Georgia in about seven years. 
Bacote recalled for the jury 
how Mrs. King and her son, the 
late civil rights leader Dr.

The tipoff: 


The government of Zaire is not putting up the $5 mil­ 
lion for its share of the A li-Forem an extravaganza.

Q. Can you settle an argument? Who led the AFC in most 
average yards per punt? Ray Guy of Oakland or Jerrell 
Wilson of Kansas City? — Kevin Hart, Pleasanton. Calif. 
Je rre l (one “1”) Wilson barely nosed out rookie Guv of the 
R aiders with a 45.5 average which also led all of pro football. 
Guy had a 45.3 average. It was Wilson’s high m ark in an 11- 
year ca re e r in which he has led the league five times. In­ 
teresting note is that both are products of the sam e school, 
Southern Mississippi.

Then the 
club has an extra year in which to exercise an “option” for 
his services, when he is no longer nominally under contract.

construction in the area, such 
as the $500,000 base building 
boom expected with the space 
shuttle project.

Steadfast went back to work, 
pumping out some of the water 
that was used to fight the fire 
Thursday. It was the water that 
caused the Cunard liner to list.

When asked on the NBC-TV Today Show about 
the pardon for former President Nixon, Krogh 
said, “ As a matter of justice I just don’t think it 
can be defended, if you are attempting ... to give

In an interview with the Montgomery County 
<Md.) Sentinel, James McCord, one of the 
original seven Watergate breakin defendants, 
criticized the Nixon pardon and said he would 
not accept one himself. 


“ President Ford has corrupted the whole 
judicial system,” McCord said. “ If Ford offered

would 
compound 
the 
corruption." 
Krogh, who pleaded guilty in the Ellsberg 
break-in and served f ur months in prison, said 
he felt President Ford pardoned Nixon as “ an 
act of mercy.” 
“ Historically, pardons have been granted 
where the chief executive, whether its a gover­ 
nor or a President, feels that t e individual 
involved simply could not undergo any more 
punishment. 
“ Also, pardons have only been granted in the 
past not just for health reasons but to correct a 
mistake, or after a person for several years 
after leaving prison, by doing some really good 
things —spectacular things —in his community 
or for his country deserves to have his slate 
wiied clean so to speak.

The groups claimed

They cited the dumping of at 
least 50,000 gallons of milk 
down Los Angeles Department 
of Sanitation drains early this 
summer. 


Currently, 
the 
state- 
controlled retail price of milk 
is 71 cents a half gallon. 


The coalition said it would 
petition the Milk Stabilization 
Bureau to reduce milk 6 cents 
per half gallon at the producer 
level, 3 cents at the wholesale 
level and 4 cents at the retail 


level for a total of 13 cents. 
The coalition said the present 
overpricing of milk is costing 
Californians $150 million a 
year.

Group, said the coalition will 
show that “ far more” milk has 
been dumped in California than 
has been reported.

When passing 
through customs our bags were not even 
opened and our entire tour group of 46 
experienced the same courtesies When 
was the last time a mar. got up in a 
crowded bus to give a lady a seat? This 
happened often to us in the Soviet Union. 
One day we thought it would be fun to 
go to an Army and Navy store to 
purchase 
uniform 
insignia 
for Dan 
Duffy’s collection, but didn't quite know 
how to go about it. We did the first thing 
that popped into our heads — we stopped 
a naval officer and asked him if he spoke 
English, 
which 
he 
did 
We 
then 
requested he direct us to an Army and 
Navy store so we could purchase the 
insignia He replied “ Come — I'll take 
you there myself,” which he did. We 
asked directions constantly and on two 
or three occasions were taken to our 
destination by the person involved. 
Could it be, Benje, the police were 
watching you as they suspected black 
market dealings? After all, you should 
have known it is against the law to sell 
levis and other articles on the streets 
and at such an inflated price of $175!
